Mayor1 Miller stated that the meeting was called for the purpose of Installing the

newly-elected City Council.

J, Bouldln Rector, City Attorney, then administered the oath of office to

Oswald G. Wolf*

The Chair then stated that the Council v/ould proceed with the election of a Mayor,

Mayor Pro tern, and other officers for the ensuing two years.

Councilman Glllls nominated Councilman Tom Miller as Mayor, to succeed himself.

The nomination was seconded by Councilman Bartholomew. There being no other nominations,

Councilman Tom Miller was elected Mayor by the following vote: Ayes, Councilman Alford,

Bartholomew, (Hills, V/olf, *f; nays, none; Councilman Tom Miller present but not voting, 1.

Councilman Alford nominated Councilman Oswald. G* Wolf as Mayor Pro tern* The nomina-

tion was seconded by Councilman Bartholomew. There being no other nominations, Council-

man V/olf was elected Mayor Pro tern by the following vote: Ayes, Councllmen Alford,

Bartholomew, Glllls, Mayor Miller, If; nays, none; Councilman V/olf present but not voting, 1*

Councilman Alford nominated G-ulton Morgan as City Manager. The nomination was

seconded by Councilman Glllls. There being no other nominations, Gulton Morgan was electedi
City Manager by the following vote: Ayes, Oounollraen Alford, Bartholomew, Glllls,

Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, 5; nays, none.

Councilman Glllls nominated J. W. Maxwell as Judge of the Corporation Court. The

nomination was seconded by Councilman Bartholomew. There being no other nominations,

J. W. Maxwell was elected Judge of the Corporation Court by the following vote: Ayes,

Oounollmen Alford, Bartholomew, Glllls, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, 5; nays,

none.

Councilman Glllls nominated Dr. Banner Gregg as City Health Officer, The nomina-

tion v/as seconded by Councilman V/olf. There being no other nominations, Dr. Banner Gregg

was elected City Health Officer by the following vote: Ayes, Counollmen Alford,

Bartholomew, Glllls, Mayor Miller, and Councilman V/olf, 5; nays, none.

Councilman Glllls nominated K. R. Meyer ae a member of the Board of Equalization

for a term of two years, beginning May 1, 1935» an<* ending May 1, 1937. The nomination

was seconded by Councilman V/olf. There being no other nominations, K. R. Meyer was

elected a member of the Board of Equalization by the following vote: Ayes, Counollmen

Alford, Bartholomew, Gillie, Mayor Miller, and Councilman V/olf, 5; naya, none.

Upon motion of Councilman Alford, the Council then recessed, subject to call of

the Mayor, by the following vote: Ayes, Councllmen Alford, Bartholomew, Gillie, Mayor

Miller, and Councilman V/olf, 5; nays, none.

(1) A telephone pole line in AVENUE."H" from ĝth Street north approximately 1*00
feet, the centerllne of which pole line shall be 1 foot west of and parallel to the east ,
line of Avenue "H".

THAT the work and construction of said pole lines, Including the excavation of the

streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said pole llneo have

been constructed, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager and

In accordance with the ordinances and regulations of the City of Austin governing such

construction.
